Ridgway Or Gruenther Equally 
Capable of NATO Leadership 


Whether General Eisenhower's successor in Europe is 


General Ridgway or General Gruenther, the NATO command 
will unquestionably be in superior hands. 


Any American should be well satisfied with either of 


these choices, since their qualifications, though different in 
certain respects, are almost equally outstanding. 


Ridgway is obviously the more glamorous figure, with 


that sense of drama that often adds measurably to a soldier's 
appeal as a field commander. He has proved himself an 
able general and administrator in the unenviable task of 
successor to General MacArthur in Tokyo. 


There is an understandable feeling that a man who can 
step into so difficult a spot as Far East command can do 
it again—in Europe. Though the strategic and tactical prob- 
lems will all be different, there are definite basic similarities 
between the two jobs. Both call for high administrative 
talents, for the ability to blend the efforts of many nations 
in a common cause. 
* 
» • • 


General Gruenther is another story. He is regarded as 


one of the greatest military brains in the last 20 years of 
American history.. His understanding of the strategic 
aspects of European defense is unsurpassed. He has been a 
mountain of strength in support of Eisenhower. 


But his background as a behind-the-scenes staff general, 


both now and during World War II, has robbed him of that 
color that usually infuses the personality of a successful field 
commander. Gruenther fits more the picture of an extremely 
competent corporation executive. 


Nevertheless, this phase of his makeup cannot be said to 


disqualify him for the NATO job. It is a tribute to Britain's 
recognition of fundamentals that the British press has been 
trumpeting the case of Gruenther. 
» • • • 


The British do not argue against Ridgway. They simply 


feel he is most useful where he is, and that Gruenther's 
year of experience on the European scene makes him emi- 
nently suited to pick up where Eisenhower will leave off. 


Grunther may or may not get the job. But it is real 
progress when a man of his great but publicly unspectacular 
abilities can gain substantial support for a post which you'c 
normally expect all NATO countries to demand be filled by 
a commander with proved qualities of dramatic leadership. 


Jt is rewarding to realize that the issue of Eisenhower's 


successor can be considered fairly on so high a plane of dis- 
cussion. Whoever the final choice, there need be no feeling 
that the question was clouded or distorted by resort to petti- 
ness and unrealistic argument. The case is being studied on 
it« merits.

By this time all the high red 


cards had been played, and South 
cashed the ten and nine of hearts. 
East nonchalantly tossed the deuce 
of spades and then the three of 
spades. So far so good. 


Now South led the queen of 


spades and let it ride for a finesse. 
East hesitated, looked guiltily at 
declarer, and then played the five 
of spades. He might just as well 
have taken the king of spades out 
of his hand and waved it in the air. 


South knew that there was no 


advantage in taking another spade 
finesse, so he led the ten of spades 
to dummy's ace. Then he aban- 
doned the spades in order to lead 
a club from the dummy. East 
played the seven of clubs, and 
South finessed the nine to duck the 
trick to West. 


West could take his ten of clubs 


and his last diamond, but he was 
then obliged to lead clubs away 
from his king up to South's ace- 
queen. South therefore made his 
game contract. 


East was half right when he de- 


cided not to take the first spade 
trick with his king. If he had taken 
the king, South would have won 
the club return with the ace of 
clubs and would then win three 
spade tricks in the dummy. 


East would have been complete- 


ly right if he had played a low 
spade quickly and without any ap- 
parent thought. South might have 
finessed the jack of spades at the 
next trick on the assumption that

The source of the trouble is in 


the portion of the ear called the 
middle ear, which is a sort of 
closed cavity shut off from the ex- 
ternal ear or canal by an ear drum 
or membrane. This cavity is con. 
nected to the nose by a passage- 
way called the eustachian tube. It 
is by way of this tube that many 
germs originating in the nose pass 
up to the middle ear. 


A chronic running ear is a com- 


mon complaint among grownups 
as well as children. The material 
which is discharged from a run- 
ning ear consists of germs, dead 
cells and pus. Usually it is whitish 
or yellowish in color but the color 
and consistency vary with the 
germs which are responsible for 
the infection. 


When dangerous germs get into 


the middle ear they cause inflam- 
mation of the delicate mucous 
membrane lining. Blockage of the 
eustachian tube is common. 


When doctors look at a person 


with a painful earache they can 
usually tell whether the trouble is 


in the middle ear by the appear- 
ance of the drum membrane. This 
will usually bulge in acute ear in- 
fections and can be cut allowing 
the pus to escape through the ex- 
ternal canal. 


If the process goes on and the 


drum membrane is not cut, the 
pressure generally bursts it and 
the material escapes by itself. 


CLEANLINESS IS IMPORTANT 


Once a chornic condition has be- 


come established, treatment is 
often difficult. Cleanliness is im- 
portant and includes the removal 
of crusts and anything which in- 
terferes with drainage. 


Washing with various solutions 


is of great help in accomplishing 
this purpose. Some doctors have 
used sulfa drugs in powder form 
to blow into the middle ear. Also, 
suction is helpful in cleaning out 
the pus and mucous. Surgery may 
be considered if other methods 
fail. 


Because a chronic condition is so 


troublesome 
and 
interferes 
so 


much with perfect health, it is 
highly important that such infec- 
tions be treated as early as pos- 
sible and treated properly. 


Infants who are unable to say 


what bothers them may need to be 
watched particularly for the de- 
velopment of acute infections of 
iie middle ear. Prevention or ap- 
jropriate treatment will help many 
to avoid hearing and other diffi- 
culties.

pastor. 


The minister, the Rev. Wesley L. 


Hawes, announced the unanimous 
decision of both congregations yes- 
terday as "a firm, tangible demon- 
stration of our Christian democ- 
racy at the time it is -being criti- 
cized." 


His 60 Negro parishioners short- 


ly will move from their crowded, 
dilapidated, store-like facilities at 
Hope Presbyterian to worship with 
40 members of Westminister Pres- 
byterian who have a spacious old 
church. 


Dr. Hawes explained many of his 


expanding congregation were mov- 
ing toward the neighborhood of 
Westminster 
church, a 
dozen 


blocks away. 


At the same time, the White 


minister of Hope church, his con- 
gregation dwindling as a result of 
block-by-block populations shifts, 
felt a responsibility of the influx 
of Negroes. 


The decision to merge the 85- 


year-old White church and the 
three-year-old Negro church was 
taken after the White pastor re- 
signed to become a chaplain.

craft. A small turning circle is 
highly important to a submarine 
in both offensive and evasive oper- 
ation. 


Skipper of the Trigger, which 


was commissioned at New Lon- 
don, Conn., last monlh, is Comdr. 
Edward L. Beach. He was execu- 
tive officer of the former Trigger 
which sank 27 enemy ships and 
damage 13 others in Pacific oper- 
ations in World War II. The old 
Trigger was lost after Beach was 
assigned to another sub.
